At the May meeting of council, a 
motion was passed empowering Bur­ 
gess C. A. Beiges to employ a second 
officer, who was to serve as day po­ 
liceman, for a term of three months, 
beginning May 30, Mervin Cluck was 
employed by the burgess. 
The m atter of a second officer was 
before council sessions for five months 
before definite action to employ a n ­ 
other patrolm an was taken, Burgess 
Heiges 
calling 
council’s 
attention 
time and again to the fact th a t a 
day officer was essential for the prop­ 
er enforcem ent of borough ordinances. 
Although Officer Cluck’s term ex­ 
pired A ugust 31, under the provisions 
of the motion by which he w as elect­ 
ed, he was still on duty today.

while the average for the state of 
North Dakota is ten bushels per acre. 
The bordering counties of Canada are 
much better than at Surrey. 
Crops 
are very poor as fa r south as South 
Dakota. I have been as far as Glacier 
Park, Montana, and found very limit­ 
ed crops through the Dakotas and 
Montana, hut Wisconsin and Minne­ 
sota make a good showing in the way 
of crops.”
